This is the second Office Action corresponding to amendment filed Feb 16, 2006.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claims 1, 6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
European Patent No 517,206. 

The European Patent discloses a chair assembly comprising a ring (104) and spokes 
extending from the ring and defined by two halves (92 and 96, see Fig 1 1). A column 
(14) is inserted into the ring. The assembly can be formed as recited in the method claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
Claims 3-5, 8, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the European Patent. 
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The European Patent shows the spokes being secured by a friction fit but other securing 
means are well known in the art, and the specific engaging means used is considered as 
an obvious matter of engineering choice. The shape of the spoke is considered as an 
obvious matter of engineering choice to those skilled in the art for several reasons, for 
example aesthetics. As to claim 12, the European Patent does not disclose the device 
being made of plastic (even though it appears to be made of plastic) but since plastic is a 
commonly used in the making of chair assembly, its use is considered a matter of 
expediency. The assembly can be formed as recited in the method claims. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
European Patent and Davis et al. (Pat No 5,332,188). 

The patent to Davis et al. shows the use of a rib (23) as a reinforcement means. It would 
have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
provided the device shown by the European Patent with a rib along any desired area as 
shown by Davis et al. to reinforce the device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection.
